And thofe that are Born in the Sth Month com-

nfo. There are fome who attribute the 
reafon hereci, to the order of the 7 Planets ; 
and altho we may not give a better reafon to 
che farisfattion of an other, yet we had rather 
attribute the reafon hereof to the perfecti- 
on of the Septinary Number, which by acer- 
tain fecret, and occult Virtue, accomplifheth 
all things. he Number of 7 is moit per- 
fect, becaufe ‘tis Compofed of 2 firft pertect 
Numbers, equal and odd,ziz. Of 3 and 4; for 
the Number two is Compofed of a repeated 
Unity, the which not being a Number, is not 
perfect. As for its occult Virtue, we are of O- 
pinion that it operates on all fublunary things, 
because that the Moon changeth its fhape from 
>to 7 days: And belides, it is more manifeft 
mn Man, than in any other thing. For firft of 
all, being Born 7 Months after his Conception, 
he may liye: And 7 Months after his Birth, 
his Teeth begin to appear: In 7 Years, he 
‘begins to have the ufe of Reafon, in twice 7 
years he begins to enter into the Age of Pu- 
berty, and co be Capable of Generation: In 
thrice 7 Years he enters into the Flower of his 
‘Age: In 4timces 7 Years he begins to enter 
into the Age of Virilicy, and lntire perfecti- 
on of his Natural ftren: 1. Moreover, from 
+ to7 Years (obferve is when you pleafe ) 
Man doth find ordinarily fome Alteration, or 
Change, either in his Mind, or Body, or in his 
temporal Goods,or Fortune,Be it in Adverfity, 
or Profperity : And this change is principal- 
ly Remarkable in his Complexion, And above 
all, the Clymacterical Year is much to be admir- 
ed. which is the 63d Ycar of the Age of Man, 
reckoned to be either 7 times 9, or g times 7, 
ia which Year he iscommonly reduced to fome 
Extremity,or danger of his Life. Which the 
Emperour Augujtus well knowing, did rejoyce 
extreamly when he had pafled that Year; As 
then by the Number of 7 and 9. Multiplied 
the one by the other, we are in danger of 
Death, fo by the fame Numbers, we are hap- 
py to prolong our Life. But to conclude this 
queftion, the Lawyers approving in this the

‘Zid, 7. Dod? Aecreed that Children ate Born in 
Me naam ath Month with perfection, 
and ought to be Deemed Legitimate.if perad- 
venture the Father had been abfent.

Anfw. \t differs from Rain and Snow in 
this, (Viz.) The matter of the Rain and the 
Snow are the Attractions of many }ays, into 
the middle Region of the Air, which is much 
more Ample and Vaft than the Inferior; In 
whigh the Dew is Ingender*d, from afew va- 
pours Attracted by the Celeftial Redies, in 
the {pace of one Night, the which for want 
of heat cannot afcend veryhigh,butdo fall again 
upon the Knap of Herbs and Leaves of Trees, 
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like unto little Pearls, and this is it which is 
called Dew; And this in the feafons, the 
moft Temperate of the Year; for when ’tis 
very hot there can be no Dew, becaufe that 
the matter being heated it eally afcends on 
high, or elfe it iscafily diflipated by the Heat. 
And if the weather chance to be Cold, this 
Dew is Congealed, and Condenfed, and from 
thence is made that which we call the Hoary 
Froft. |
